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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 13-15, 17-22 and 24-26 are currently pending in this application. Claims 16 
and 23 have been cancelled. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 13-18, 22-24, and 26 were rejected as being unpatentable over US Patent 
6,426,232 to Livak in view of US Patent 3,413,474 to Freeh. In light of the amendements 
presented herein, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this rejection. In the 
prvious Office action, the examiner stated that claims 16 and 23 were allowable. The features 
of claims 16 and 23 have been incorporated into independent claims 13 and 22. Accordingly, 
applicants respectfully request the allowance of all pending claims as the remaining 
dependent claims ultimately depend from claims 13 or 22. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending claims 
are in condition for allowance.
